Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1958. 

The  year  has  been  one  without  any  outstanding  occurrence 
of  notifiable  illness.  Indeed  in  that  respect  it  has  proved 
a  period  of  unusual  freedom,  the  total  number  of  notifications 
being  eleven. 

Both  the  Birth  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  were  slightly  lower 
than  the  figure  for  1957.  There  were  no  deaths  in  childbirth. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  after  having 
risen  from  8  per  thousand  live  births  in  1956  to  30  per  thousand 
live  births  in  1957»  has  again  risen  to  34.7  per  thousand  live 
births  in  195®.  It  has  only  taken  one  additional  death  under 
one  year  old  to  effect  this  rise,  but  for  the  past  two  years 
our  rate  in  Poulton-le-Fylde  has  been  quite  well  above  the 
comparable  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

Three  of  these  six  infant  deaths  occurred  at  under  one  month 

old.

It  will  be  seen  that  beyond  the  two  cases  of  prematurity  there 
is  nothing  in  common  among  these  cases,  and  nothing  really  fore¬ 
seeable,  and  so,  possibly,  preventable. 
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During  the  year  improvements  and  re-decorations  were  carried 
out  at  the  mortuary,  making  these  premises  much  more  fitting  for 
their  purpose,  and  giving  much  more  reasonable  conditions  for 
those  having  to  carry  out  examinations  there. 

At  the  close  of  1958  there  seems  good  prospect  that  the  new 
County  Council  clinic  should  be  ready  for  occupation  early  in 
1959.  A'  long  felt  need  for  both  public  and  staff  will  be  met 
by  this. 

Next  year  should  see  the  new  pumping  station  at  Skippool 
starting  work  and  the  sewering  conditions  in  the  district  thereby 
improved. 

The  Higher  Green  clearance  area  was  confirmed  following  a 
Government  Enquiry  during  December. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Lofthouse  for  his  ever  ready 
assistance  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Department  to 
Mr,  Senior  and  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee,

School  Clinic  Sessions  were  held  twice  weekly,  on  Tuesday  and 
Friday  mornings  and  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  Session  every  Tuesday 
afternoon  in  the  Church  Hall,  Vicarage  Road,  by  the  School  and  Child 
Welfare  Department  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

A  clinic  erected  in  Princess  Avenue,  Poulton-le-Fylde,  during 
the  year 5  was  almost  completed. 

Centres  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  at 
Victoria  Hospital,  Blackpool  and  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Preston. 

Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  situated  within  the  district. 

General  cases  are  admitted  to  Blackpool  Victoria  and  Wesham  Park 
Hospitals,  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee; 
and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 

The  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Blackpool  is  used  for  infectious 
diseases  cases;  tuberculosis  cases  use  the-  Elswick  Sanatorium,  and 
the  smallpox  cases  go  to  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury, 
which  is  under  the  management  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 
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Ambulance  Facilities 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  administers  the  Ambulance 
Service. 

The  nearest  Ambulance  station  is  at  Thornton,  and  Ambulances 
for  P oul ton-1 e-Fy lde  are  obtained  either  from  this  Station  or  from 
Fleetwood, 

At  Thornton  an  Ambulance,,  dual  purpose  vehicle  and  car  are  on 
call ;  and  an  ambulance  and  car  are  available  at  Fleetwood.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Fylde  Water  Board,  of  which  Poulton-le-Fylde  is  a 
constituent  authority,  provides  a  plentiful  and  excellent  supply 
of  water  from  their  gathering  grounds  at  Grisedale  and  Stocks. 

During  1958?  new  connections  were  made  to  283  new  houses, 
from  public  mains  supply. 

A  total  of  3907  houses  were  supplied  from  public  mains  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Only  one  house  in  the  town  obtains  water  from  a  private 
supply.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  town  is  good,  the  district 
having  a  high  proportion  of  modern  properties.  A  number  of  the 
older  houses  are  unfit  and  will  require  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts. 


The  majority  of  minor  housing  defects  discovered  were  remedied 
by  informal  action. 

Overcrowding 

Some  overcrowding  of  dwellings  occurred  in  the  District,  and 
the  Council  relieved  6  cases  during  1958. 

The  principle  cause  appeared  to  be  due  to  young  married 
families  living  with  their  parents. 

Approximately  100  applicants  were  on  the  waiting  list  for 
Council  Houses;;  two  thirds  of  these  were  for  2  or  3  bedroom  houses^ 
and  one  third  for  bungalows. 

Private  Building 

During  the  year,  283  houses  were  erected  by  private  contractors, 
and  more  families  from  outside  areas  became  resident  in  Poulton-  le- 
Fylde.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  1958. 

New  legislation  for  the  control  of  Slaughterhouses  came 
into  operation  during  the  year§  with  regulations  to  ensure  a 
better  standard  of  hygiene.  The  inspection  of  meat  at  the 
two  licensed  slaughterhouses  continued  to  take  up  much  time, 
and  as  the  report  shows,  the  number  of  animals  inspected  in 
1958  was  the  highest  recorded. 

During  the  summer  months  the  daily  visiting  of  caravan 
sites  was  undertaken,  these  were  in  use  for  the  permitted 
periods.  It  was  not  possible  to  regulate  the  number  of  vans 
and  tents  admitted  to  sites^  nor  to  prevent  the  use  of  sites 
in  unsuitable  established  positions. 

Details  of  matters  which  received  attention  are  given  in 
the  report,  under  their  various  headings. 

I  thank  Dr.  C.  Robertson  Wilson,  for  his  advice  and 
encouragement,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
members  for  their  support  throughout  the  year.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Cleansing  Service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  who  kindly  supplied  the  following  information. 

A  weekly  refuse  collection  service  was  in  operation,  refuse 
being  collected  by  one  vehicle  working  full  time,  and  by  a  second 
vehicle  working  2  days  per  week.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Skippool  Marsh. 

Salvage,  in  the  form  of  waste  paper,  cardboard,  metals,  and  rags 
was  also  collected  and  was  sold. 

During  1958  approximately  4000  dustbins  were  emptied  every  week, 
the  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  for  the  year  being  approximately
